DECISION ON ATTORNEY’S FEES AND COSTS'

On May 24, 2006, petitioner submitted a “Petitioner’s Application for Fees and Costs”
[hereinafter “Application”]. In addition, on that date, petitioner submitted a “Petitioner and
Counsel Statement” in compliance with General Order #9.

In the Application, petitioner’s counsel reports that on or about April 27, 2006, he sent a
draft fee and cost application for respondent’s counsel to review. Respondent’s counsel had
objections to the initial request, but subsequently, after discussions, the petitioner agreed to
reduce the fees and costs. As filed with the court, the Application requests $76,753.50 in
attorney’s fees and $1,236.18 in costs. Petitioner’s counsel also represented that the respondent
has reviewed the Application and has no objections.

'Because this decision contains a reasoned explanation for the special master’s action in
this case, the undersigned intends to post this decision on the United States Court of Federal
Claims’s website, in accordance with the E-Government Act of 2002, Pub. L. No. 107-347, 116
Stat. 2899, 2913 (Dec. 17, 2002). Therefore, as provided by Vaccine Rule 18(b), each party has
fourteen (14) days within which to request redaction “of any information furnished by that party
(1) that is trade secret or commercial or financial information and is privileged or confidential, or
(2) that are medical files and similar files the disclosure of which would constitute a clearly
unwarranted invasion of privacy.” Vaccine Rule 18(b). Otherwise, “the entire” decision will be
available to the public. Id.



The undersigned has examined the Application and finds that an award of $77, 989.68 in

fees and costs is appropriate. The award shall be made payable jointly to petitioner and her
attorney.’

The Clerk shall enter judgment accordingly.
